The uninitiated should also be reminded that the cost to Canada of this | 
gigantic undertaking would be approximately $271,000,000, of which $132,- 
000,000 has already been expended by the construction of the Welland 
Canal. The cost to the United States would total $272,751,000. On its 
behalf it is urged that the completed project would provide, not only greater 
transportation facilities but an additional 2,000,000 horse-power develop- | 
ment for the benefit of Central Canada. 

While very little is being said in the current publicity being given the 
pending agreement about the benefits which might accrue to Western Can-| 
ada if the project were completed, one might be tempted to believe that 
the west would obtain some advantage from this enlarged St. Lawrence | 
waterway, judging from the opposition to it which is developing in the east. |

The Gate Of Montreal 

Montreal appears to be headquarters for attacks on the project, the 
Montreal Star declaring that there is no necessity for the project to develop 
power as & war measure and the Regina Daily Star commenting upon this | 
attitude says: “Some there will be who will discern more anxiety for the | 
fate of Montreal and the power control centred there, in this protest than | 
any genuine desire to avert a foolish enterprise on the part of Canada. Yet! 
if the maritime interests of Montreal are likely to be adversely affected, | 
or the power resources of Quebec sidetracked by the St. Lawrence scheme 
the protests from the city and Province demand, and no doubt receive, the 
fullest consideration.” 

But opposition to the completion of the project in the east is not con- 
fined to the port of Montreal. Doubts are thrown upon its value, at least 
as & power producer, by Toronto Saturday Night which said in its column 
“The Front Page” in a recent issue: “Canada has spent a great deal of 
money, to say nothing of political brain power, on the St. Lawrence Water- 
way scheme—for which it cannot be said that this country is in a desper- | 
ate hurry—only to have it all thrown away by a few votes in the Ameri- 
can Senate....” While the article in Toronto Saturday Night is written | 
as @ protest against the United States Senate exercising a right to veto the 
decisions of the United States negotiators subsequently while Canadian 
negotiators are given plenipotentiary powers, that publication's comment 
about the absence of any desperate hurry for this coutry looks like damning 
the scheme with faint praise. \ 

Unfortunately while a great deal is being said in the publicity which 
is being given the prospects of completion of the project about its value 
as @ power producer, little or no information is given as to what it might 
mean to the Western farmer, in the way of reduced rates, if any, on incom- 
ing commodities. Until more of that kind of information is made avail- 
able, and its authenticity is guaranteed, the west cannot be expected to 
work up any great enthusiasm for or against the project. 

* * . . 
Some Benefit If— 

On the face of it, of course, such a project should mean considerable | 
benefit to the west in the form of reduction transportation costs, provided | 
the west is te be allowed to reap the benefits which might naturally be 
expected to accrue. 

Since the announcement of resumption of negotiations, considerable | 
enthusiasm for the completion of this gigantic international undertaking 
has developed in the mid-Western States which indicates that the people 
across the boundary opposite the prairie provinces see prospects of material 
benefit for them in the project. If it is to be advantageous for them it 
is a natural corollory that it would be beneficial to the Canadian prairies, 
for their geographical locations are very similar. 

Unfortunately the average Western Canadian is not as well posted as 
he might be on the St. Lawrence Seaways project and its potentialities and 
implications. In view of the size of the project, the large sum of money 


involved in its construction and its possible benefits, it is worthy of some 
intensive study, so that, if the time come when Westerners are called upon 
to express an opinion of its value, they will be able to give an intelligent 
answer.

Ration Regulations 


Canadian Soldiers Will Be Served 
With Eggs Twice A Week 

Canadian soldiers, a segment of 
the greatest egg eating nation in the 
world, * will get eggs twice a week 
while training in Canada, under new 
ration regulations. 

Failure to include eggs in the 
earlier regulations caused a flood of 
complaints to the agriculture depart- 
ment from egg producers and those 
connected with the industry on the 
grounds it reduced the domestic egg 
market. 

The list of rations used in the Bri- 
tish army was the basis on which 
the Canadian list was started at the 
beginning of the war. It caused con- 
siderable complaint because, since 
Canadians normally do not follow the 


same diet as people in the United 


Kingdom, the sudden change in the 
diet of thousands of men here upset 
the proccesses of domestic market- 
ing. 

First complaints came from apple 
growers. Men who as civilians ate 
several apples each day, didn't get 
any in the army, and the growers

With 
the sinking of so many vessels, the 
prices of ships have gone skyward. 

One boat was sold in Decémber, 
1938, for $45,000. A couple of weeks 
after the war was declared, the same 
craft sold for $165,000. 

A vessel sold for $30,000 in 1932, 
She was getting old then, but after 
the war started the ship was sold for 
$175,000. 

Another boat was offered for sale 
at $450,000 a few months before the 
war began. There were no takers at 
that price. But, after the war was 
under way the boat was snapped up 
for $725,000. 

Those are just a few examples of 
what has happened to shipping prices. 
There are cargoes to be had and the 
trade of taking goods to Great Bri- 
tain is a good one, although it is 
dangerous enough. 

And high prices for vessels mean 
that high prices for carrying must 


follow.

THE HEALTH INSURANCE 
PROBLEM 
It appears that the first lesson to 
be learned from the development of

“The next lesson to learn from a 
study of these plans in Burope,” he

consideration usually is the question 
of how much can we afford to pay

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BRITAIN SENDS NEW HIGH COMMISSIONER TO souTH AFRICA 


New Planes Are Being Added To 
Canada’s Fighting Force 
New planes for Canada’s sky raid- 
ers are coming into the Dominion 
from the United States almost daily 
as the Royal Canadian Air Force 
adds powerful fighting aircraft to its 
squadrons, 
Largest and most potent plane to 
be hauled across the international 
border at a prairie point in formal 
compliance with the United States 
Neutrality Act is the Douglas bomb- 
er, built in California, 
R.C.A.F.. pilots take possession at 
the border and ferry them east for 
reconnaissance duties on the Atlantic 
coast. There are at least three of 
them in Canada now. One made the 
Vinnipeg-Ottawa flight in six hours. 
Nothing like this new twin-motor 
bomber has been in Canada before. 
It is a mammoth military aircraft, 
grim in its grey-brown camouflage, 
and dwarfs the Lockheed Hudson, 
formerly the largest, in size and 
bombing strength. 
Even the Bristol - Bolingbroke 
bomber, made in Montreal and for 
weeks the pride of the air force, takes 
second place to this plane. When 
the Digby bombers stopped at Up- 
jands airport at Ottawa to clear the 
customs it took 15 aircraftamen to 
roli them in and out of the hangars. 

Most impressive feature of the 
new bomber is the huge fuselage 
structure where the bombs are stored 
and the gleaming glass nose which 
accommodates two gunner-bombers 
to protect the ship with machine 
guns, strafe the ground or drop 
bombs. 

Another gunner sits in a gilass- 
covered cockpit on the hump of the 
fuselage between the wings and the 
tail. Another machine gun fires 
down from the cabin floor. 

It takes a pilot, co-pilot, at least 
three gunners and several aircrafts- 
men to operate this plane on active 
service,

Not A Good Practice

A Missouri doctor has received 
considerable publicity by reason of 
the Christmas gift he has just made 
to debtor patients. Unpaid bills to 
the amount of $3,250, it is reported, 
were expunged from the record. 
While not wishing to detract in any 
way from the benevolent act of this 
particular medico, it is safe 
assume that many of the bills in 
question came under the category of 
“uncollectable” anyway, for there is 
probably not a practising doctor any- 
| where who is entirely exempt from 
| the evil, 

For some reason or other; too 
many are prone to put off meeting 
their financial obligations of medi- 
cal attendants, even among those pa- 
tients who can well afford to pay 
and pay promptly. Yet there are no 
services which should inspire stronger 
feelings of gratitude than those 
which restore one’s health, or pre- 
serve it. Of course, there are peo- 
ple who never pay any accounts of 
any kind to anybody till pressure is 
brought to bear. 
doctors are too gentlemanly in their 
methods. 

If all doctors made a practice of 
wiping off overdue accounts at 
Christmas time it would, undoubtedly, 
be a bad thing for public morality. 
Conscientious patients who meet 
their bills when due would suffer, 
while scalawags who arrogantly ig- 
nore such liabilities would be re- 
warded. Just how long a state of 
things can be tolerated under which 
decent citizens are made the victims 
of an ignoble army of spongers—for 
respectable clients do not escape the 
consequences of such delinquency— 
is a question of public ethics. This, 
like many other social problems, is 
not one which exclusively concerns 
any special professional class, but 
society as a whole.—-Hamiliton Spec- 
tator.

Army Rules Of 17th Century 

A small red-leather volume in the 
streamlined travelling library of 
Major-General A. G. L. McNaughton, 
general officer commanding the ist 
Canadian Division, tells a striking 
story of rising stress on leadership 
and unforced loyalty in the volun- 
| teer armies of to-day. 

The book is a 250-year-old army 
orders handbook printed in London in 
1688—"Rules and Articles for the 
| Better Government of His Majesties 
| Land-Forces in Pay”. The 64 artiles 
| in its 36 pages are set out in mas- 
terly typographic fashion, the body 
| type in Gothic lettering (commonly 
known as Old English). 
| “The volunteer army of to-day is 
composed. of men who realize the 
forces of aggression and oppression 
threaten our whole mode of living,” 
|} said General McNaughton. “In the 
Canadian Active Service Force, they 
are a cross-section of Canada’s young 
men, But 2% centuries ago armies 
were drawn from the lowest types of 
| citizen, rough .and dishonest, often 
definitely vicious in character. It 
was necessary to set up the most 
rigid regulations for the protection 
of officers and in order to maintain 
discipline. 

“The situation to-day is in strik- 
ing contrast when, with the high 
quality of our soldier, we depend 
very largely on a discipline of desire 
to do a duty because it is right.” 

The 17th century army orders was 
a gift from a friend to the General 
when he sailed from Canada in mid- 
December. 

In its opening article, all officers 
and soldiers are directed to frequent 
divine service and sermon” “dili- 
gently”. Officers wilfully absenting 
themselves were subject to severe 
reprimand by court martial. Privates 
forfeited a shilling from next pay for 
first offence; for second offence, a 
shilling “and be laid in irons for 12 
hours.”

Tourist Trade 


Much Heavier This Year 

| Tourist traffic in Canada next sea- 
son should be much heavier because 
the war has shut off Purope as a 
tourist playground and because for- 
eign exchange rates are to the ad- 
vantage of United States visitors, 
according to superintendents of na- 
tional parks.

Campsites have been pro- 
vided, but there is @ need for more 
bungalow camps and boarding houses 
operated under private enterprise.

Aiding The Allies 


Jewish Chemists In Palestine Work- 
ing On New Discoveries 

Jewish chemists in Palestine, some 
of them refugees from Germany, are 
working hard to discover means of 
helping the Allies in the war. 

They are following the example of 
Prof. Chaim Weizmann, Zionist 
leader who helped the Allied cause in 
the last war by discovering a cheap 
method of making acetone. 

One of these chemists, a man who 
during the World War is said to have 
served in the chemicals department 
of the German War Office, has been ex- 
perimenting with oranges, about 10,- 
| 000,000 cases of which, representing 
two-thirds of the Palestine crop, may 
not be exported this year because of 
shipping difficulties. 

It was known before oranges and 
grapefruit could be used as sources 
jof acetone and cellulose, but this 
|chemist is now reported to have dis- 
covered a citrus derivative which can 
be transformed into a powerful 
chemical. He proposes to offer this 
to the Allies, it is understood. 

Recently there also were reports 
in the local press about a Jewish 
engineer from Germany perfecting 
an improved anti-aircraft gun. 

It is by such means as these that 
the leaders of the Jewish community 
consider that their people can make 
the best contribution to the Allied 
cause in the prosecution of the war. 

To conserve available supplies of 
metal, mechanically minded German 
Jews are travelling the country, es- 
pecially visiting farming colonies and 
settlements, to repair all sorts of dis- 
carded household utensils and ma- 
chines, from old stoves to rusty bi- 
cycles or discarded water pumping 
engines. 


Iron Ore Mine 


Steep Rock Lake Area In Northern 
Ontario Said To Contain One Of 
The Richest Mines In World

at an iron ore mine at Steep Rock 
Lake in northern Ontario.
